Israel trying new 
peace suggestion

LONDON (Ai*: — Israel is offering a 
new approach to a Mideast peace settle­ 
m ent, calling for an end to the Midt‘ast 
a rm s ra ce and a disarm ament program, 
the Israeli ambassador to Britain said 
Thui’sday 
Ambassador Gidcfin Rafael said the 
contents of the eight-point approach have 
been made known to key governments, 
including the United States and Britain 
Most of Israel's Arab neighbors have 
refused to negotiate on a peace settle­ 
ment until Israel agrees to surrender all 
lands it won in the several Arab-Israeli 
w ars 
Som e of the elem ents of the eight-point 
package outlined by Rafael in an in­ 
terview have long been guidelines of 
Isra eli policy, but others are new. 
i)ne new element in the plan described 
by R a fa el is a proposed moratorium by 
both Israelis and Arabs on their multi- 
billion-dollar weapons programs Such a 
m oratonum . he said, would allow the 
two sides to set up a second new item — a 


‘‘peace fund " for resettlement of re­ 
fugees and development of the region 
“Isra el now is spending something like 
S2 billion a year on arm am ents while the 
Egvptians. before the 1973 war. poured 
up to $10 billion into military prepara­ 
tio n s .’ R a fa el said. 
“ This gives a 
measure of the va.st spending now taking 
place without even considering what 
other Arab governments a re devoting to 
their military’ buildup” 
The peace plan, as outlined by Rafael, 
would include 
—An end of all claim s that a state of 
war exists and termination of all armed 
raids, support for “terrorist activities” 
and the waging of economic ad ptditical 
struggle between the two sides 
—Recognition of the sovereignty, ter­ 
ritorial integrity and political indepen­ 
dence of all states which sign the peace 
settlement. 
—Withdrawal of forces “ to secure and 
recognized boundaries” which the envoy 
stressed would be m atters for negotia­ 


tion He offered no definition of Israeli 
terntoria l demands or ambitions 
—Special arrangemtmts to undc'rpin 
the security of Israel and its Arab 
neighbors — meaning early warning and 
other system s to guard against sur|)nse 
attack 
—Freedom of navigation for all the 
parties in international waterways This 
is a plain reference to the f^ ez Canal and 
the Tiran ^ r a it off southernmost Israel 


—Acceptance by both sides of certain 
obligations, to be negotiated, for settling 
refugee problems This appeared to be a 
sign of Israeli willingness to comptmsate 
Arabs displaced from Iheir homes in the 
various conflicts since 1W8 


—A big power withdrawal to tht‘ 
sidelines of the region, leaving Israelis 
and Arabs to m ake pt'ace themselves 
R a fa el com m ented that 
“a dictated 
peace, imposed by the big powers, will 
not last but will only extend big power in­ 
volvement”

delayed until 1977 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
voted 44 to 37 Thursday to delay produc­ 
tion of the controversial and costly B l 
bom ber until a fter the presidential in­ 
auguration next year. 
It adopted an amendment by Sen Jolin 
Culver, D-Iowa, delaying the ultimate 
decision until Feb. 1, 1977, 12 days a fter 
the inai^uration 
The Culver amendm ent would require 
the President to certify the plane is es­ 
sentia l to national defense 
The Senate ea rlier had voted 48 to 3 3 to 
re je c t an amendment by Sen. George 
M cGovern, D-S.D.. which would have 
killed B l production altogether by delet­ 
ing som e $1 billion from the pending 
$ 3 r 9-miUion military' procurement bill 
Culver said the B l has not been ade­ 
quately flight-tested and that there is in­ 
sufficient data to justify the Senate’s ap­ 
proving a project w hich ultimately could 
cost $21.6 billion or more 


The Hoase rejected a provision similar 
to the Culver amendment when it con­ 
sidered the procurement bill 


Culver said the decision should be de­ 
ferred until the “ superheated” a t­ 
mosphere of the present political cam ­ 
paign has subsided 


He said that after the inauguration, the 
President could “soberly” make the Bl 
USSR militarY threatening 


decision solely on the m erits and free of 
other pressures 
McGovern said the decision to kill the 
Bl should be made now He said that the 
United States already has the attack and 
penetration capability it needs to hit 
every Soviet city with a population of 
more than 100,000 with 40 nuclear bombs. 
The B l is intended by the Air Force to 
replace the present fleet of B52s as the 
penetration bomber of the future 
The Air Force says it would be an es­ 
sential part of the so-called “ triad” de­ 
fense system whose other legs include 
landbased m issiles and mi.ssile-firing 
capacity of the submarine fleet 
M eantim e, in Mosocow, the Soviet 
news agency Tass published a long com­ 
mentary Thursday on the B l bombt'r, 
calling it a m ajor i.s.sue in the presiden­ 
tial campaign. 


The bomber is also an important is.sue 
in Soviet-U.S arm s limitation talks, a c­ 
cording to the com mentary by Vladimir 
Goncharov, labeled a “Ta ss political ob­ 
server” 


“ Contenders for the supreme govern­ 
ment post in the U S A find it useful to 
be standing next to it in a picture Its 
sharp, glassy eyes and widespread wings 
rub shoulders on newspaper pages with 
the em blem s of the biggest American 
politicians,” Cioncharov .said

Kissinger also told the group that Sov­ 
iet leaders are under some temptation 
from ideologists to ase their growing 
military' strength, but he diX's not think 
the Soviet Union is bent on world 
domination

m eeting, gave his address behind closed 
doors to foreign mini.sters of the 15- 
m em ber NATO alliance.

WASHIN(iTf)N — Inciting a feu d that 
cou ld rock the Hou se, Repu blican lead er 
John Rhod es has written a ferociou s bu t 
faik inating attack u pon DemocraUc lead er 
Thonaas‘ Tip” O Neill 


The ru les and cu stoms of the Hou se 
prohibit

d isparaging a other Bu t in a soon-to-be- 
pu blished book, Rhcx les rips into O’Neill 
with u ncharacteristic sav agery . 


It is all the more remarkable that the 
sed ate Repu bUcan lead er wou ld d u mp on 
his opposite nu mber, since they mu st d eal 
d aily with one another across the aisle 
This cou ld end bipartisan cooperation in 
the Hou .se 


The two lead ers are d isparate men: 
Rhix les 
bu sinesslike and 
conserv ativ e, 
O'Neill a flamboy ant Irish liberal Yet 
there has been no hint of animosity in their 
d aily Hou se repartee, which has been 
cond u cted with elaborate, parliamentary 
poUteness 


Bu t 
behind 
the 
formal 
cou rtesy , 
apparently , Rhod es has been harboring 
some u nflattering priv ate opinions of 
O’Neill “Tip can bt' impossible to d eal 
with if y ou are m the minority ,” complains 
the minonty lead er 


In earlier times, most majority lead ers 
coasu lted with the minority “on the 
sched u ling of legislation, rec*esses and the 
like,’ Rhod es contend s “Bu t not Tip ’’ 


The GOP lead er q u otes O’Neill as telhng 
him: “The peíale gav e u s the mand ate and 
we re not going to giv e it u p ... Repu blicans 
are ju st going to hav e to get it throu gh their 
head s that they are not going to write 
legislation'” 


Rhod es claims he tried to find a common 
grou nd with the Demoi-rats that wou ld 
hav e 
prod u ced 
workable, 
v eto-less 
legislation "Consensu s gov ernment.” he 
calleii it. Bu t he swears it “ nev er had a 
chance to work becau se Tip O’Neill wou ld 


not let it work. He wou ld rather stand u p 
on the floor and d eUv er a partisan attack on 
the Presid ent for v etoing a bill than sit 
d own with the Presid ent early in the 
legislativ e process to help av oid a v eto. 


"Throu ghou t 19 75,” ad d s Rhod es. "Tip 
b^an almost ev ery session with a brief 
harangu e against Ad ministration policy ” 
For O’Neill, charges the GOP lead er, "the 
word Repu blican is a red flag wav ed 
beneath the nose of a feisty b u ll. 


"Tip O’Neill is a gregariou s and engaging 
man. Bu t he wou ld rather go d own in 
d efeat time after time and v eto after v eto 
than ev er to co<^rate su bstantiv ely with 
either the minority sid e or the Repu blican 
Presid ent”

Brown is the first intellectu al to come 
d own the pike since Eu gene .McCarthy . 10 
y ears ago. Mary McGrory asked him abou t 
amnesty for d raft ev ad ers Brown came 
d own, more or less, against it. He thou ght 
the Vietnam war was wrong, bu t the war 
nev er had been ru led u nlawfu l; in his v iew, 
law cannot be v iolated with impu nity ; the 


d raft ev ad ers had broken the law. It was. 
he said , the d ilemma of Antigone 
the 
conflict of moral law and civ il law. 


The conv ersation tu rned to foreign 
affairs Brown conced ed his inex perience, 
bu t no matter: In his Observ ation, peq ile 
were pretty mu ch the same the world ov er 
Israelis. Arabs, Teamsters, Farm Wwliers 
He was entirely capable O absorbing d ata 
and ru nnir^ it throu gh his own calcu lators 
As for the recent Rhod esian statement, he 
approv ed it, bu t he was skeptical of merely 
precatory ad monitions

WASHINGTON — The rev elatio ns that 
the FBI has been co minitting all so rts o f 
crimes, including break-ins, fo rgery , illegal 
bugging, v io lating civ il liberties and wo rse, 
raises an impo rtant questio n. Sho uld the 
peo ple respo nsible for breaking the law o f 
the land be tried and sent to jail? 
Ro derick Wilco mb, o f 
the "So ciety to Rehabi­ 
litate Way ward G-Men,’’ 
say s it wo uld be wro i^ 
to send FBI agents to 
priso n fo r crimes co m­ 
mitted in the name o f 
natio nal security . 


“ So ciety will no t be 
serv ed by putting these 
peo ple away ,” he said. “ Many o f them 
came fro m bro ken ho mes and nev er had 
the breaks y o u o r I had. If 1 tho ught 
punishment was the answer, I wo uld be fo r 
it. But there has to be a better way to so lv e 
the FBI crime pro blem than lo cking the 
agents up.” 
“ What do y « i suggest?” I asked. 
"We hav e to teach them a trade so they 
can beco me respo nsible citizens again and 
learn that there is no future in crime.” 
"What kind o f a trade?” 


“ We co uld teach them ho w to catch 
criminals 
— 
car 
thiev es, 
kidnapers, 
hijackers and members o f the mo b. We 
co uld train them in law enfo rcement 
metho ds 
witho ut 
breaking 
the 
law 
themselv es. Once they learned the trade, 
they co uld go o ut and get jo bs and no t hav e 
to res(Hl to ho usebreaking, spy ing and dirty 
tricks.” 
"That so unds like the bleeding-heart 
appro ach to crime,” I accused Wilco mb. 
“ Do y<Mi realize that many o f these men did 
no t co mmit o ne crime, but went back and 
back again?” 


Wilco mb 
repUed, 
“ That’s 
because 
so ciety nev er gav e them a chance. A lo t o f 
them started hai^ng aro und with guy s like 
J . Edgar Ho o v er when they were y o ui^, 
and they nev er had an o ppo rtunity to learn 
right fro m wro ng. Mo st (rf them play ed 
‘fo llo w the leader.’ If Ho o v er said, 
‘Let’s break into a ho use,’ they all fo l­ 
lo wed him. If he said, ‘Let’s stick a bti^ 
in Martin Luther King’s ho tel ro o m,’ 
no bo dy 
questio ned 
it. 
If 
he 
said, 
‘Ho w abo ut f(HTging a tetter? ’ ev ery o ne 
immediately sat do wn and started writii« 
letters o n unmarked paper. May be they 
were mischiev o us, but as Efrem Zimbalist 
o nce said, ‘There is no such thing as a bad 
G-man.’ ” 


"Wilco mb,” 
I 
said, 
"I’m 
fo r 
rehabilitatio n pro v iding the perso n has 
learned his lesso n. But ho w can we be sure 
these black bag (^rato rs and break-in 
artists wo n’t go t back to their o ld tricks 
o nce y o u put them o n the street again?” 
"They wo n’t if we teach them skills such 
as fingerprinting, fiUng and ty pii« up 
repiMls. Yo u do n’t just giv e up o n a perso n 
because he o nce v io lated the law. I kno w 
many o f these peo ple, and they say they 
wo uld like to make go o d if so ciety wo uld 
o nly giv e them a chance. But peo ple in this 
co untry do n’t seem to want to rehabilitate 
FBI agents who went wro ng; they want to 
punish them. Do y o u kno w what it wo uld 
co st the tax pay er if we sent ev ery FBI 
agent who co mmitted a crime to priso n? 
Millio ns o f do llars. Why can’t we use the 
same mo ney to train them to be ho nest law 
enfo rcement o fficers.” 


"I do n’t kno w,” I said. “ Yo u’re taking an 
awful chance.” 


Wilco mb admitted, “ Sure, we’ll hav e o ne 
o r two backsliders, who wo uld rather 
co mmit crime than do an ho nest day ’s 
w« k I’m no t say ing the pro gram will be 
100 per cent successful. But if we can sav e 
ev en 6 0 per cent o f these peo ple, all o f us 
will pro fit fro m it.” 


"I still think we sho uld be to ugher o n 
peqile who co mmit crimes. But I’ll say this 
few y o u, Wilco mb, y o ur appro ach b a no v el 
o ne, and white I can’t su{^>o rt y o u 
financially I ho pe it wo rks.” 


“ Do n’t wo rry abo ut the finances,” he 
to ld me. ‘Tm ho ping to get a grant fro m 
the Fo rd Fo undatio n fo r a pilo t pro gram. 
We’re go ing to hav e a halfway ho use where 
the co urts will send us FBI agenb who 
co mmitted crimes. If we can succeed with 
rehabilitating this gro up, we may be able to 
persuade the J ustice Department to dro p 
charges against aU the o ther G-men who 
went wro ng ”

house 


“Being a young writer and 
trying to get into publishing 
can be frustrating,” said John 
Whitman, a senior from Beth- 
esda. Md., and editorial chair­ 
man 
of The Undergraduate 
Press. “There is no real set-out 
route to get into the field of 
publishing ” 


Whitman and three other un­ 
dergraduates were chosen for 
the executive board in a com­ 
petition last spring 
Another 
competition now under way is 
aimed at getting 20 new mem­ 
bers. 
The Undergraduate Press is 
chartered as a regular campus 
organization. Students receive 
no course credit for their work 
The Press hopes to pubhsh its 
first three books next fall. 
They are planning: 
Is There 
Life After Harvard’ ” a guide

to job hunting and career plan­ 
ning, a book on French man­ 
nerisms and gestures, and an 
anthology of short prose 
The first was written by Har­ 
vard 
students, 
assisted

story behind the oil boom in .Alaska It's the 
story of the proud F*skirno people who. for 
centuries, had been left alone in their 
frigid, forbidding homeland 
Now their 
way of life, harsh though it was. has been 
cruelly disrupted 


We sent 
our 
roving 
reporter, Hal 
Bt'rnton, into Eskimo country to gel the 
story He spent a week with the Eskimos, 
hunting with them on the .Arctic ice pack 
and rela.xing with them afterward in their 
slumties 


The discovery of oil in Prudhix Bay has 
brought prosperity to the Fxkiim^ But it 
has also brought great anguish 


With the millions in taxes they have 
eolleeteil from the oil companies, the 
Eskimos have built a fancy hotel tor the 
white businevstnen and bureaucrats who 
get as far north as Barrow 


It's a honky hotel, 
groused a young 
Eskimo woman ■'Dur people need a place 
for the old folks to stav. an alcoholic 
treatment center, a recreation center for 
the young 


The 
Eskimos 
themselves 
live 
in 
clapboard 
shacks 
alongside 
the 
multi million-dollar hotel 
They used to 
dwell in sod huLs. which were extremely 
cramped but easy to keep warm Their new 
clapboard houst^. built of giant wotxlen 
packing crates and junked lumber, are

Bernton was invited into the two-room 
home of a family of six Tbt’ living room,

IS Jealol^ly rationed in ea: h 
household For toilets, most Eskimts use

outside The raw sewage remains frozen m 
the winter. But m the summer, the snow 
and sewage melt, giving off an awiul 
stench.

problem for the children who play near the 
thawing sewage 


Just a few miles from the center <>t town,

There’s no such thing as a bad float trip 
Some are just better than others. 


It depends a lot on the weather, I 
decided last week when it rained two out 
of three days while we were on the Current 
River 


We put in about noon Saturday at Alley 
Spnngs on the Jack's Fork, which is a 
smaller but more appeaUng river than the 
Current For the first half-day or so there 
was the usual complement of amateur 
canoists splashing and capsizir^ their way 
down the nver 


Things began to thin out 2 or 3 miles past 
Ermnenc’e. however, and this portion of the 
Ozark National Scenic Riverways began to 
assume a more pristine appearance 


We bought provisions at the grocery in 
Eminence and listened to the proprietor 
complain about how all the city slickers 
have ruined the fishing as he rang up $74 
worth of grixeries After a stop for ice. he 
hauled us back down under the bridge 
where we loaded the food on the 17-foot 
canoes 


I ve floated the Current many times, but 
have noticed with distress of late how fame 
has brought higher prices Three canoes 
cost us $112 for three days, which would 
make it worth your while to buy one if you 
were a regular floater 


Sunny, warm weather was ours for about 
an hour or so out of Eminence, after which 
the sky became overcast By camp that 
night it was starting to spit rain on and off 


We cooked steaks over the grill, boiled 
corn on the cob and rraxed up a salad for 
dinner FYom that point on it was down 
hill, victual-wise. I spent much of the night 
marveling at just how loud a 16-year-old 
boy can snore and wondering if somewhere 
in the world there was an air mattress that 
didn't leak Perhaps in a mu.seum 


The next day. and the one after that, my 
miKt valuable pieces ot equipment were a 
poncho and pith helmet, plus a sponge to 
bail out the canoe Bui despite these minor 
inconvenienc-es. the river had its charms to 
offer 


Turtles of vanous types basked on logs in 
what there was of the sun A couple of 
snakes braved the elements, and assorted 
bird life — including what I assumed to be 
a flock of bright yellow wild canaries 
did 
their stuff 


In the afternoon we stopped at Blue 
Springs 
to 
adnrure 
this 
lovely 
spot, 
designated a natural area by the State 
Department of Conservation We filled our 
water jugs from the fountain that flowed 
from its sapphire depths 


The weather worsened on Monday, so we 
pressed on for Van Buren, which we had 
originally planned to reach a day Later As 
we left the national riverway a few miles 
from the town, signs of civilization began 
to 
appear 
in

cabins 
Hammenng could be heard on the wooded 
slopes as more were beir^ built It made 
you a believer in preservation 


We made Van Buren by late afternoon, 
and unloaded below the bndge. After we 
had completed the task. Mother Nature bid 
us a special farewell by bathing the scene 
in warm sunlight and dispelling every cloud 
from the sky
